Only two contests f a c e the 
Sikeston voters nekt Tuesday — 
one in the regular city election 
for aldermen and the other in 
the school election. 
Apparently Amendment No. 1 
to the state constitution, provid­ 
ing for increased salary and mile­ 
age allowance for state legisla­ 
tors, has little or no opposition 
but, nevertheless, those -who be­ 
lieve a ‘workman is worthy of 
his hire* and should be paid at 
least a reasonable salary are be­ 
ing urged to turn out arid vote 
lor the amendment. 
In the city election, the last- 
minute filing of Charles Mitchell 
as a candidate for alderman from 
Ward II in opposition to Fred 
Smith, who is seeking re-election, 
provides the only contest in the 
city voting. 
One alderman is unopposed in 
hi.s bid for re-election—Charles 
Barnett for Ward I. 
In Ward III, Ira Keller, who 
is a candidate to succeed Everett 
farmer, who declined to run lor 
re-election, will be elected. 
In Ward IV, T. P. “Tommie” 
Rafferty, veteran of more than 
20 years continuous service on 
the city council and who is a 
candidate for eiection to succeed 
Cline Abies, who is not up for 
re-election, will be returned to 
the council. 
In the school election three 
candidates seek election to two 
places on the Board of Educa­ 
tion.

To pay legislators monthly salary of 
$300,00 and mileage traveled few cme 
round trip per week from their 
to the Capitol to attend session*. 


Co-incidental with the c.ty elections in various communities 
of this area will be the special election called by Gov. James T. 
Blair to vote on an amendment to the state Constitution to 
provide better pay and additional mileage benefits for state 
legislators. 
The referendum ballot, pictured herewith, condenses the pur­ 
pose of the proposed amendment into the single paragraph “To 
pay legislators a monthly salary of $300.00 and mileage trav­ 
eled for one round tup per week from their homes to the Cap­ 
itol to attend sessions.” The voter is asked to vote ‘yes’ or ‘no’ 
the former if he favors the additional remuneration for leg­ 
islators, and the latter if he does not. 
The Daily Sikeston Standard firmly believes that the people 
should pay those whom they elect to serve them a reasonable 
wage and that when these elected representatives travel on 
business for their constituents they should be allowed mileage 
to cover their cost of traveling. 
Under the present set-up, a legislator gets $125 per month sal­ 
ary and is allowed just one round trip per session to and from 
his place of residence. 
We realize it is the right of every citizen to use his own judg­ 
ment in deciding whether he will be for or against any proposal 
and we w’lll not presume to dictate how he shall cast his vote. 
On the other hand, we also realize there are many whose know­ 
ledge of what they are a^ked to decide is most superficial and 
we ha\e an obligation to present both sides to such people so 
they may more accurately decide. 
We believe it is only just to pay our legislators at least a 
reasonable salary and cerlainlv $125 a month can hardly be 
called reasonable. Consequently, we favor the adoption of 
Amendment No. 1 as it will be presented to the voters Tues­ 
day, April 2. and will mark our 
ballot ‘yes’ as we urge every 
fa.i minded person to do.

Missouri has an opportunity to make real progress if the Gen­ 
eral Assembly approves the pending measure calling for fire in­ 
spection and certain protection standards in private and public 
nursing homes. Adoption by the General Assembly of the meas­ 
ure was urged Friday by State Division of Health officials, and 
passage should be forthcoming immediately from the legislature. 
At the present time there are some 15,000 Missourians living 
in nursing homes throughout the state. Many of these persons 
are housed in firetraps, which could burn within a short time 
were conditions just right. Some homes, such as Dunklin Coun­ 
ty’s two nursing homes, are in much better condition than most, 
and it has been indicated that these two institutions need only 
minor adjustments to make them completely safe for occu­ 
pancy. 
The new fire code, if it is approved by the General Assembly, 
includes detailed regulations about the number of persons in 
any room, types of construction, firestopping practices, exits, 
fire alarms, evacuation plans and doorways. In other wdrds, 
just common sense precautionary measures to protect the hun­ 
dreds of Missourians who are at the mercy of nursing home 
operators. 
Gov. James T. Blair has mentioned a bill which would also 
give the state power to set up safety rules in hospitals, hotels, 
taverns and other places where people are housed publicly or 
gather for meetings. 
To enact such a measure would require the establishment of 
a state fire warden’s office, which Missouri should have had 
years ago. At the present time no state agency is responsible 
for fire inspection of public buildings. Should a state fire war­ 
den be appointed, real authority could be delegated to that of­ 
fice and real progress made in preventing tragedies similar to 
the Warrenton tire last month. 
There are countless so-called “rooming houses” throughout 
Southeast Missouri which make no provision at all for fire 
prevention measures. Many do not have outside fire escapes al­ 
though they are multi-storied. Some do not even have water 
and modern conveniences. 
It is not hard to imagine what would happen to the occupants 
of these places should a fire strike in the midtile of the night. It 
would mean another tragedy, and another mark of Missouri’s 
callousness toward the protection of its citizens. 
Every effort should be made by the General Assembly to en­ 
act some sensible legislation on this vital public need.

ON HIGHER LEGISLATIVE PAY 
(Joplin Globe) 
On the theory that the salaries of legislators should be kept 
in line with other income, the Missouri Public Expenditure 
Survey has endorsed a constitutional amendment to be voted 
upon April 2 increasing the pay of Missouri legislators from 
$125 to $300 a month. 
The additional salary, the Expenditure Survey says, con­ 
stitutes about the same percentage of increase that has occurred 
in per capita income in Missouri since 1942 when the present 
salary was voted. Moreover, since that time the salaries of 
members of Congress have been more than doubled. 
As to the provision of the amendment giving the legislators 
once-a-week mileage to and from Jefferson City, the Expendi­ 
ture Survey points out that the present once-a-session mileage 
is a carryover from the days when legislators remained in Jef­ 
ferson City for the duration of the session, and the law ought 
to be modernized. 
All of this doubtless is valid argument, but we think that 
from a public service viewpoint one of the most persuasive 
reasons for hiking legislative pay is to give Missouri better 
and more independent thinking lawmakers, free from the in­ 
fluence of lobbyists and pressure groups.

disregard of the speed laws and 
elemental traffic safety” during 
President Eisenhower’s drive to 
Gettysburg, Pa., yesterday.

made in an interview after re­ 
porters accompanying the Presi­ 
dent said Eisenhower was driven 
to his Gettysburg farm at speeds 
up to 70 miles an hour. The car 
was driven by a Secret Service 
man. 
Sen. Goldwater (R-Ariz) said 
that was “too fast for anybody.” 
He said in a separate interview 
that perhaps Eisenhower should 
“take to the air, where there is 
less traffic.” 
Goldwater said he felt Eisen­ 
hower must have had some press­ 
ing reason for wanting to get to 
Gettysburg in a hurry. Other­ 
wise, he said the President ought 
to observe the speed laws. 
Eisenhower made the 80 mile 
trip in IV* hours, with his car 
slowing only for an occasional 
dip in the road or a railroad track. 
Reporters, in separate cars were 
left 
behind 
when 
they 
were 
flagged down to the 55 mile speed 
limit by a Montgomery County, 
Md., police car. No arrests were 
made. 
When the squad c a r turned 
back at the county line, newsmen 
tiad to drive 95 to 100 miles an 
hour to catch up with the Presi­ 
dent. They art assigned to keep 
him in sight at all times. 
Neuberger said such speed by 
the presidential car was “ironic” 
since

“I am disturbed by this evident 
disregard of the speed law',” Neu­ 
berger said. "In this country we 
want no policy of one law for the 
king and another for the plain 
people. 
“I wonder who wrote all those 
fancy billboards with the Presi­ 
dent’s picture urging plain, or­ 
dinary folks to drive carefully.” 
Eisenhower went to his farm 
for a weekend of rest and relax­ 
ation. 
A Secret Service agent said 
last night there was no special 
reason for the speed yesterday, 
except that the roads were rath­ 
er clear. 
U. E. Baughman, Secret Serv­ 
ice chief, said “I don’t have all 
the facts, but I am going to look 
into the matter.” Otherwise, he 
declined comment.

Secretary James C. Hagerty said 
he had no comment to make on 
the episode.

through the Suez Canal today, 
marking a major step toward re­ 
sumption of normal operations ia 
the 103-mile waterway. 
A five-nation, nine-ship convoy 
which entered the canal yester* 
day from Suez at the southern 
end resumed its voyage at dawn 
after being stalled by a sever# 
sand storm. 
Another five-ship convoy enter­ 
ed the canal today at Suez. They 
were the first to begin passag# 
since the waterway was blocked 
during the October - November 
British, French and Israeli at­ 
tacks on Egypt.

sine# 
limited operation was resumed. 
Both convoys entered the ca­ 
nal on strictly Egyptian terms, 
paying tolls to the nationalized 
Suez Canal Authority. 
The nine ships — the largest 
among them only 7,064 tons — 
resumed their voyage after spend­ 
ing the night at the Great Bitter 
Lake near the canal’s southern 
end. Four of the ships were Ita­ 
lian, two Russian, one Greek, on# 
West German, and one Romanian. 
Tonnage of the second smaller 
convoy ranged from 313 up to 
6,213. 
A U. N. salvage team planned 
o remove the last major obstruc­ 
tion from the canal Monday or 
Tuesday. It is the 1,461-ton Egyp­ 
tian frigate Abukir, sunk n e a r 
the southern entrance. 
In Cairo, a source dose to the 
Egyptian government said Egypt 
soon will announce it will accept 
canal tolls paid into a bank in 
some neutral country, probably 
the federal bank of Switzerland. 
This arrangement would be for 
shippers who do not want to pay 
inside Egypt. 
Hitherto, Egypt has said only 
that the tolls must be paid in ad­ 
vance to the Canal Authority in 
Egypt “or its nominees.” Report­ 
ed terms of Egypt’s plan for op­ 
erating the canal, not yet an­ 
nounced officially in Cairo, said 
Egypt has authorized th e Na­ 
tional Bank of Egypt and th # 
World Bank to accept the tolls. 
Attention was concentrated also 
on the Egyptian-Israeli disput# 
over the Gaza Strip. U. N. offi­ 
cials in Cairo said they had no

Egyptian military police in the 
strip, as charged in Jerusalem 
Thursday. 
A usually well informed diplo­ 
matic source ?t U. N. headquar­ 
ters in New York said Hammar­ 
skjöld and Nasser had agreed that 
Arab Police and U.N. troops in 
the Gaza Strip should work to­ 
gether to prevent any raids into 
Israel by anti-Israeli com m as 
dos.

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Whether you like it or not, word 
from the Southland is that sport« 
»re going scientific. Electronics is 
taking over at the southern train­ 
ing camps to render tougher judg­ 
ment on recruits and veterans alike 
than the old pros were ever capa­ 
ble of. 
We have it from Manager liou 
Boudreau of the Kansas City Ath­ 
letics, now training at West Palm 
Beach, Fla., that, from here on, 
he is going to know exactly how 
fast a rookie is—either at pitch­ 
ing or batting. These answers will 
come from an Admiral traffic rad­ 
ar outfit that is clocking pitched 
and batted balls from a position 
either behind or beside the catcher. 
“Since the hand is quicker than 
the human «ye* says Boudreau, 
“you can imagine how much faster 
a pitched bail is.” 
He reminds 
us that scouts checking prospects 
over the country rate their speed 
visually at one, two or three, 


which is “a not very accurate 
guide”. While it is still “too early 
in the season to permit our pitch­ 
ers to use full steam”, the new 
portable Radarscope has recorded 
pitching speeds up to 70 miles an 
hour. Thus, before the season is 
over, we shall know for the first 
time, just how fast a 
baseball 
travels—whether from the whip 
of the pitcher's arm or the «mack 
of the bat! 
This baseball ¡»peed-meter is es­ 
sentially the same unit as that de­ 
veloped after three years of re­ 
search by Admiral engineers for 
the use of state, county and muni­ 
cipal traffic safety authorities in 
their war against speeders — the 
ackknowledged 
highway 
killers. 
In traffic use the meter is set for 
any desired speed limit from 25 
mph upward, and operates only 
when the object on which it is 
focussed 
exceeds 
that 
speed. 
Whether the beam from the Radar- 
scope, travelling at 186,00 mph is 
reflected back to its antenna from 
a speeding car or a baseball, the 
velocity of the object is recorded 
accurately on a dial calibrated up 
to 100 mph. 
No doubt this new scientific aid 
will be a fine thing for the national 
game. Certainly the 
Radarscope 
will have the rookies and the eag­ 
er beavers in the farm clubs on 
their toes, since it will lie standard 
equipment for Athletics scouts — 
and doubtless for other clubs soon 
—when they range around 
the 
landscape looking for talent. Nor 
will any regular be doing less than 
his best with the electronic eye on 
him.

Home laundry is both an art and 
a science. It is an art because ap­ 
preciation and skill are necessary 
in the buying and caring for the 
clothing and furnishings. 
It is a 
science because 
chemistry

mechanics are involved in the pro­ 
cess. 
Proper working heights should 
be suited to the height of the indi­ 
vidual, who is doing the laundry, 
to lessen fatigue. To measure for 
the correct height, stand straight 
with elbows slightly flexed and 
hands held flat in the position to 
touch the top of a table without 
stooping is the correct wmrking 
height. 
This is correct for washer and 
tubs, the sink, the sorting table, 
and the ironing board, if you stand 
to iron. Sitting to iron saves ener­ 
gy. 
Splicing b e n c h legs or table 
heights by casters or pieces of 
wood fastened by a strip of iron to 
get the correct height is recom­ 
mended by Rebecca

With so many soap and synthetic 
detergents on the grocery shelves, 
the homemaker is often puzzled to 
know how to select one which best 
suits her needs. 
Synthetic deter­ 
gent is a completely different pro­ 
duct, chemically from soap.

ly with soft or softened water. 
Hard water and soap form curds 
which may form deposits in fiber 
and on the machine. 
A synthetic detergent or “ syn- 
det’’ may be chosen for laundry

Panel doors of ponderosa pine 
that can be converted to a 
Dutch-style door are available 
as stock doors from building 
material dealers. 
Dutch-style doors al*o can be 
used effectively on a child’s 
room, or play room. With the 
bottom half closed, the young­ 
ster can be confined without 
feeling imprisoned. 
Many families use the Dutch 
door as a novelty entrance to a 
recreation room, or as an open­ 
ing onto a patio.

Many' catchers make the mistake of catching in the “signal 
squat” position because they see pictures of major league catchers 
posed in this way. However, this is just the favorite pose requested 
by photographers and not the position outstanding catchers use in 
receiving pitches. 
In fact, it is impossible to shift quickly from the “signal squat” 
to catch wild pitches, to field bunts, to throw or to catch pop flies. 
It is true.that some tired catchers stay down in this position when 
there are no base runners and they expect the batter to be swing­ 
ing for a base hit. But catchers who put pep And energy into their 
play always catch from an upright position with the weight on 
the balls of their feet and the body bent forward. 
Major league catchers don’t agree on the position of the bare 
hand, but most of them feel that there is more safety in holding it 
close to the mitt with the back of the hand toward the pitcher and 
the fingers cupped to make a smaller target for foul tips. Then the 
hand is in position to grasp the ball quickly for a throw. 
As the batter swings, the catcher moves his arms and body for­ 
ward behind the bat to be ready to catch foul tips. Moving for­ 
ward is helpful to him in getting away throws to the bases, too.

The referendum ballot, pictured herew ith, condenses the pur­ 
pose of the proposed am endm ent into the single paragraph “To 
pay legislators a monthly salary of S300.00 and m ileage tra v ­ 
eled for one round trip per week from their homes to the Cap­ 
itol to attend sess.ons ” The voter is a.sked to vote ‘yes’ or ‘no* 
—the form er if he favors the additional rem uneration for leg­ 
islators, and the latter if he does not. 
The Daily Sikeston Standard firm ly believes that the people 
should pay those whom they elect to serve them a reasonable 
wage and th at when these elected representatives travel on 
business for their constituents they should be allowed mileage 
to cover their cost of traveling. 
Under the present set-up, a legislator gets $125 per month sal­ 
ary and js allow ed just o n e round t r ip per session to and from 
his p la c e of residence. 
We realize it is the right of every citizen to use his own judg­ 
ment in deciding w hether he will be for or against any proposal 
and we will not presum e to dictate how he shall cast his vote. 
On the other hand, we also realize there are many whose know ­ 
ledge of w hat they are asked to decide is most superficial and 
we have an obligation to present both sides to such people so 
they may m ore accurately decide. 
We believe it is only just to pay our legislators at least a 
reasonable salary and certainly SI25 a month can hardly be 
called reasonable. Consequently, 
we favor the adoption of 
A m endm ent No. 1 as it will be presented to the voters Tues­ 
day, April 2, and will m ark our ballot ‘yes’ as we urge every 
fair minded person to do.

Missouri has an opportunity to m ake real progress if the Gen­ 
eral Assembly approves the pending m easure calling for fire in­ 
spection and certain protection standards in private and public 
nursing homes. Adoption by the G eneral Assembly of the meas­ 
ure was urged Friday by State Division of H ealth officials, and 
passage should be forthcom.ng im m ediately from the legislature. 
At the present tim e there are some 15.000 M issourians living 
in nursing hom es throughout the state. M any of these persons 
are housed in firetraps, which could burn within a short time 
w ere conditions just right. Some homes, such as Dunklin Coun­ 
ty ’s two nursing homes, are in much better condition than most, 
and it has been indicated that these two institutions need only 
minor adjustm ents to make them completely safe for occu­ 
pancy. 
The new tire code, if it is approved by the G eneral Assembly, 
includes detailed regulations about the num ber of persons in 
any room, types of construction, firestoppm g practices, exits, 
fire alarm s, evacuation plans and doorways. In other wdrds, 
just common sense precautionary m easures to protect the hun­ 
dreds of M issourians who are at the mercy of nursing home 
operators. 
Gov. Jam es T. Blair has mentioned a bill which would also 
give the state power to set up safety rules in hospitals, hotels, 
taverns and other places w here people are housed publicly or 
gather for m eetings. 
To enact such a measure would require the establishm ent of 
a state fire w arden’s office, which M issouri should have had 
years ago. At the present tim e no state agency is responsible 
for tire inspection of public buildings. Should a state fire w ar­ 
den be appointed, real authority could be delegated to that of­ 
fice and real progress made in preventing tragedies sim ilar to 
the W arrenton fire last month. 
There are countless so-called “rooming houses” throughout 
Southeast M issouri which m ake no provision at ail for fire 
prevention m easures. Many do not have outside fire escapes al­ 
though they are multi-storied. Some do not even have w ater 
and modern conveniences. 
It is not hard to imagine w hat would happen to the occupants 
ot these places should a fire strike in the middle of the night. It 
would m ean another tragedy, and another mark of M issouri’s 
callousness tow ard Ihe protection of its citizens. 
Every effort should be made by the General Assembly to en­ 
act some sensible legislation on this vital public need.

ON HIGHER LEGISLATIVE PAY 
(Joplin Globe) 
On the theory that the salaries of legislators should be kept 
in line w ith other income, the Missouri Public Expenditure 
Survey has endorsed a constitutional am endm ent to be voted 
upon April 2 increasing the pay of Missouri legislators from 
$125 to $300 a m onth. 
The additional salary, the E xpenditure Survey says, con­ 
stitutes about the sam e percentage of increase that has occurred 
in per capita income in Missouri since 1942 when the present 
salary was voted. Moreover, since that time the salaries of 
mem bers of Congress have been more than doubled. 
As to the provision of the am endm ent giving the legislators 
once-a-week m ileage to and from Jefferson City, the Expendi­ 
ture Survey points out that the present once-a-session mileage 
is a carryover from the days when legislators rem ained in Jef­ 
ferson City for the duration of the session, and the law ought 
to be modernized. 
All of this doubtless is valid argum ent, but we think that 
from a public service viewpoint one of the most persuasive 
reasons for hiking legislative pay is to give Missouri better 
and more independent thinking law m akers, free from the in­ 
fluence of lobbyists and pressure groups.

Coincidental with the city elections in various communities 
of this area will be the .special election called by Gov. Jam es T. 
Blair to vote on an amendment to the state Constitution to 
provide better pay and additional mileage benefits for state 
legislators. 
The referendum ballot, pictured herewith, condenses the pur­ 
pose of the proposed amendment into the single paragraph “To 
pay legislators a monthly salary of $300.00 and mileage trav ­ 
eled for one round tu p per week from their homes to the Cap­ 
itol to attend sess.ons.” The voter is asked to vote ‘yes’ or ‘no’ 
—the former lf he favors the additional remuneration for leg­ 
islators. and the latter if he does not. 
The Daily Sikeston Standard firmly believes that the people 
should pay those whom they elect to serve them a reasonable 
wage and that when these elected representatives travel on 
business for their constituents they should be allowed mileage 
to cover their cost of traveling. 
Under the present set-up, a legislator gets $125 per month sal­ 
ary and is allowed just one round trip per session to and from 
his place of residence. 
We realize it is the right of every citizen to use his own judg­ 
ment in deciding whether he will be for or against any proposal 
and we will not presume to dictate how he shall cast his vote. 
On the other hand, we also realize there are many whose know­ 
ledge of what they are asked to decide is most superficial and 
we have an obligation to present 
both sides to such people so 
they may more accurately decide. 
We believe it is only just to pay our legislators at least a 
reasonable salary and certainly $125 a month can hardly be 
called rea.Nonable.

Missouri has an opportunity to make real progress if the Gen­ 
eral Assembly approves the pending measure calling for fire in­ 
spection and certain protwtion standards in private and public 
nursing homes. Adoption by the General Assembly of the meas­ 
ure w*as urged Friday by State Division of Health officials, and 
passage should be forthcoming immediately from the legislature. 
At the present time there are some 15,000 Missourians living 
in nursing home* throughout the state. Many of these persons 
are housed in firetraps, which could burn within a short time 
were conditions just right.

The new fire code, if it is approved by the General Assembly, 
includes detailed regulations about the number of persons in 
any room. types of construction, firestoppmg practices, exits, 
fire alarms, evacuation plans arid doorways. In other wdrds, 
just common sense precautionary measures to protect the hun­ 
dreds of Missourians who -re at the mercy of nursing home 
operators. 
Gov. Jam es T. Blair has mentioned a bill which w'ouid also 
give the state power to set up safety rules in hospitals, hotels, 
taverns and other places where people are housed publicly or 
gather for meetings. 
To enact such a measure would require the establishment of 
a state fire warden's office, which Missouri should have had 
years ago. At the present time no state agency is responsible 
for fire inspection of public buildings. Should a slate fire w ar­ 
den be appointed, real authority could be delegated to that of­ 
fice and real progress made in preventing tragedies similar to 
the W arrenton fire last month. 
There are countless so-called “looming houses” throughout 
Southeast Missouri which make no provision at all for fire 
prevention measures. Many do not have outside fire escapes al­ 
though they are multi-storied. Some do not even have water 
and modern conveniences. 
It is not hard to imagine what would happen to the occupants 
of these places should a fire strike in the middle of the night. It 
would mean another tragedy, and another mark of Missouri’s 
callousness toward the protection of its citizens. 
Every effort should be made by the General Assembly to en­ 
act some sensible legislation on this vital public need.

ON HIGHER LEGISLATIVE FAY 
(Joplin Globe) 
On the theory that the salaries of legislators should be kept 
in line with other income, the Missouri Public Expenditure 
Survey has endorsed a constitutional amendment to be voted 
upon April 2 increasing the pay of Missouri legislators from 
$125 to $300 a month. 
The additional salary, the Expenditure Survey says, con­ 
stitutes about the same percentage of increase that has occurred 
in per capita income in Missouri since 1942 when the present 
salary was voted. Moreover, since that time the salaries of 
members of Congress have been more than doubled. 
As to the provision of the amendment giving the legislators 
onee-a-week mileage to and from Jefferson City, the Expendi­ 
ture Survey points out that the present once-a-session mileage 
is a carryover from the days when legislators remained In Jef­ 
ferson City for the duration of the session, and the law ought 
to be modernized. 
All of this doubtless is valid argument, but we think that 
from a public service viewpoint one of the most persuasive 
reasons for hiking legislative pay is to give Missouri better 
and more independent thinking lawmakers, free from the in­ 
fluence of lobbyists and pressure groups.

A five-nation, nine-ship convoy 
which entered the canal yester­ 
day from Suez at the southern 
end resumed its voyage at dawn 
after being stalled by a sever# 
sand storm. 
Another five-ship convoy enter­ 
ed the canal today at Suez. They 
were the first to begin passage 
since the waterway was blocked 
during the October - November 
British, French and Israeli at­ 
tacks on Egypt.

limited operation was resumed. 
Both convoys entered the ca­ 
nal on strictly Egyptian terms, 
paying tolls to the nationalized 
Suez Canal Authority. 
The nine ships — the largest 
among them only 7,064 tons —- 
resumed their voyage after spend­ 
ing the night at the Great Bitter 
Lake near the canal’s southern 
end. Foul of the ships were Ita­ 
lian, two Russian, one Greek, one 
West German, and one Romanian. 
Tonnage of the second smaller 
convoy ranged from 313 up to 
6,213. 
A U. N. salvage team planned 
to remove the last major obstruc­ 
tion from the canal Monday or 
Tuesday. It is the 1,461-ton Egyp­ 
tian frigate Abukir, sunk n e a r 
the southern entrance. 
In Cairo, a source close to the 
Egyptian government said Egypt 
soon will announce it will accept 
canal tolls paid into a bank in 
some neutral country, probably 
the federal bank of Switzerland. 
This arrangem ent would be for 
shippers who do not want to pay 
inside Egypt. 
Hitherto, Egypt has said only 
that the tolls must be paid in ad­ 
vance to the Canal Authority in 
Egypt “or its nominees.” Report­ 
ed terms of Egypt's plan for op­ 
erating the canal, not yet an­ 
nounced officially in Cairo, said 
Egypt has authorized t h e Na­ 
tional Bank of Egypt and t h e 
World Bank to accept the tolls.

On April 2nd, which is only days 
away, the voters of tl?e State of 
Missouri, the R-2 School and the 
City of Jackson have a big job to 
do. On this date an amendment is 
being placed in front of the voters 
for approval or rejection to raise 
the pay of the members of the state 
legislature to $300 per month anu 
allow' for mileage to and from the 
capital not more than once per 
week; the R-2 District has four 
propositions that are of the utmost 
importance; and the city of Jack­ 
son must elect a mayor, four al­ 
dermen, a city 
collector, 
city 
marshall, and police judge. 
This date of April 2nd cannot be 
taken lightly by any citizen. Be­ 
tween now’ and the 2nd of April 
you must educate yourself and 
make familiar the facts, and thor­ 
oughly know the circumstances so 
that you can vote intelligently. 
At the present pay for the legis­ 
lators is fixed at $125.00 per month, 
with mileage allowable for but 
one trip between their homes and 
Jefferson City. They also 
have 
been drawing as a sort of “extra­ 
curricular” amount, the sum of 
$10 daily conditioned on their an­ 
swering morning roll call each day. 
It seems that this $10 arrangement 
will continue since nothing ha* 
been said concerning it either way. 
Most newspapers seem to agree 
that the legislators need a raise 
in salary, but some have discussed 
the speed and forwardness the leg­ 
islators made in rushing the meas­ 
ure through to completion. 
To 
many this leaves a bad impression, 
and to the ordinary onlooker the 
impresgion might be that they are 
in a mighty big hurrry to raise 
their own w'ages and this could 
cause the amendment to have a 
hard w a y for passage. 
It is true that they took over 
office under the old salary and 
should be satisfied with it, but 
their time is certainly worth more 
than $125 a month. We doubt very 
much if the increased salary will 
attract better and more qualified 
men for the job of legislators. At 
the present time our legislators 
are well qualified men. however 
they have to stand ready for 
a 
special session at any time. 
The salary proposed of $300 per 
month is well over a 100 per cent 
increase, but this amount isn’t too 
much for our state 
lawmakers. 
Other states pay their legislators 
well ahead of what Missouri has 
paid hers. The mileage allowance 
is something that is debatable as is 
the $10.00 allowance for answer­ 
ing roll call each morning, for they 
may or may not be on duty the re­ 
mainder of the day. — Jackson 
Cash-Book.

issuing 
charters to personal friends — or 
friends of friends. 
In this story, Feldman helped 
get a charter for a band of men, 
some with criminal records. Feld­ 
man's power comes, of course, 
from the fact that members of 
his own Team sters’ local control 
the delivery of millions of dollars 
of perishable foods daily.

ing the location of the well, most 
economical way to run the w ater, 
and location of flumes and drain­ 
age ditches. 
These factors along 
with the m oisture holding capaci­ 
ty of your soil type, crops you in­ 
tend to grow, net moisture to be 
replaced each irrigation, 
p e a k 
m oisture use rate, irrigation fre­ 
quency, intake rate of the soil, 
length of furrow runs and estim at­ 
ed tim e required to irrigate are 
all considered in the design of the 
irrigation system .

D utch-style door are available 
as stock doors from building 
m aterial dealers. 
D utch-style doors al*o can be 
used effectively 
on 
a 
child’s 
room, or play room . W ith the 
bottom half closed, the young­ 
ster can be confined w ithout 
feeling im prisoned. 
M any fam ilies use the D utch 
door as a novelty entrance to a 
recreation room, or as an open­ 
ing onto a patio.

Ex­ 
perim ents show that many para­ 
sites and diseases can be passed 
from one generation to another. 
In the poultry business, the trouble 
usually starts wnen old and young 
stock use the sam e feeders or 
w aterers or when they run over 
the sam e area. 
Young chicks should never come 
into c o n t a c t with older birds. 
There is evidence thai chicks con­ 
tact leucosis <big liver, range pa­ 
ralysis. gray eye, etc * at a very 
early age, although the symptoms 
may not show 
up until 
several 
months 
after 
exposure. 
Chicks 
can also pick up many tyjies of 
parasites by following other birds. 
These parasites can result 
in 
a 
high percent of culls in your fu­ 
ture flock. 
The sim plest 
way to 
prevent 
culls from developing, says agent 
Stroup is to confine the laying 
flock and move young stock to 
clean range or to a confinement 
rearing shelter. 
A clean range is 
one that is used only once every 
three years, 
lf used oftener, dis­ 
eases and 
parasites 
may 
infect 
the flock by overwintering in the 
soil, especially in damp, shaded 
areas. 
It is not necessary to build a lot 
of fence or carry feed and w ater a 
long distance to protect birds from 
disease. Most birds will stay near 
the range shelter if they have plen 
ty of vegetation, shade, feed, and 
w ater close by. 
A small, rain­ 
proof feed storage bin on the range 
will cut down labor and cost of 
handling feed.

Many catchers make the mistake of catching in the “signal 
squat” position because they see pictures of major league catchers 
posed in this way. However, this is just the favorite pose requested 
by photographers and not the position outstanding catchers use m 
receiving pitches. 
In fact, it is impossible to shift quickly from the “signal squat” 
to catch wild pitches, to field bunts, to throw or to catch pop flies. 
It is true, that some tired catchers stay down in this position when 
there are no base runners and they expect the batter to be swing­ 
ing for a base hit. But catchers who put pep and energy into their 
play always catch from an upright position with the weight on 
the balls of their feet and the body bent forward. 
Major league catchers don’t agree on the position of the b a i# 
hand, but most of them feel that there is more safety in holding it 
close to the mitt with the back of the hand toward the pitcher and 
the fingers cupped to make a smaller target for foul tips. Then the 
hand is in position to grasp the ball quickly for a throw. 
As the batter swings, the catcher moves his arms and body for­ 
ward behind the bat to be ready to catch foul tips. Moving for­ 
ward is helpful to him in getting away throws to the bases, too.
